Expect House to Pass Amended Cruiser Bill Today 


Martin Jensen Seeking 
to Set Endurance Mark 
for Non-Refueling Hop

Washington, Feb. 6.— Defiance 
of the expressed wish of Presi­ 
dent Coolidge that no time limit 
be set for the construction of the 
cruisers is only 
an incidental 
phase of senate action on 
the 
naval bill. 
The real significance 
lies in the effect in Europe and 
throughout the naval world. 
The fact that 
the 
American 
senate felt Justified 
in 
going 
ahead with a cruiser program not­ 
withstanding the adoption by the 
same body recently of the Kellogg 
peace treaties or anti-war pacts 
is going to require considerable 
explanation. And the general ex­ 
pression today was that it made 
more necessary than ever a dra­ 
matic move toward general 
re­ 
duction of naval armament. 
The feeling has prevailed here 
that unless there Is limitation by 
International 
agreement 
the 
United States should not lag be­ 
hind in naval construction. 
Squarely Up to Hoover. 
While It is true the prepared­ 
ness groups have advocated this 
because of their conscientous be­ 
lief that true safety lies in such 
a course they have been aided by 
strange allies— those groups that 
have felt the United States would 
have less influence In a disarma­ 
ment conference if the 
famous 
6-5-3 ratio were to be unequally 
executed so far as 
the 
United 
States is concerned. 
In 
other 
words to build in order to have 
an opportunity to force other na­ 
tions to agree to discard is the 
idea behind many of those who 
voted for the extra cruisers in the 
senate. 
The problem goes squarely be­ 
fore Herbert Hoover as one 
of 
the first of his 
administration. 
The European powers have beer 
waiting for him ever 
since 
the 
Coolidge Armistice 
Day 
speech 
showed them there was little op-, 
portunlty for 
agreement 
along 
the lines of the last naval confer­ 
ence at Geneva. 
The IO year pe­ 
riod during which 
capital 
ship 
sizes were limited Is coming to 
an end. 
Mr. Hoover feels that American 
funds should not be borrowed to 
keep up military or naval estab­ 
lishments in Europe. 
The occa­ 
sion for 
another 
international 
conference is arising and action 
by the American 
Congress 
will 
force such a move earlier than if 
the Congress had drifted away 
and allowed the main cards at the 
table of diplomacy to be dropped 
^altogether. 
For from being a gesture to­ 
ward navalism, the end probably 
will be the construction of not 
many new cruiser 
hut 
general 
limitation 
and 
scrapping 
all 
around— the alternative being a 
race in navies which the public 
opinion of neither Great 
Britain 
nor the United States would sup­ 
port. 


Roosevelt Field, N. Y., Feb. 6— 
(ZP)—Under a low ceiling that kept 
other planes out of the air, Martin 
Jensen skimmed over Long Island 
all day today, his engine grinding 
steadily away at the hours that 
stood between him and a new solo 
endurance flight record. 


In mld-afternon It began to rain 
and the weather bureau predicted 
continued rain for 12 hours. 
The 
temperature, however, was not ex­ 
pected to drop low enough during 
the night to cauze freezing of the 
water on the wings and fuselage. 
Jensen, second place winner in 
the Dole air race to Hawaii two 
summers ago. went aloft at 9:04:05 
o’clock this morning and took up a 
monotonous ten-mile shuttel scarce­ 
ly 600 feet above the ground. 
The present record of 35 hours, 


25 minutes is credited to Royal 
Thomas, who was killed in a crash 
shortly after establishing the mark. 
To beat that record Jensen must 
stay up one hour 
longer 
than 
Thomas 
did. 
or 
until 
9:29:05 
o’clock tomorrow night. 
The fuel Jensen is using Is high- 
test automobile gasoline instead of 
the more volatile airplane gas. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock this after 
noon Jensen, circling 
not 
more 
than 400 feet above the flying fields 
in the darkness, dropped two notes 
in a cardboard box. 
“After eight hours in the air,” 
one note read. “I am cold and hun­ 
gry. The weather is terrible. The 
way it looks ifs going to be a tough 
night. 
I am neither cramped nor 
tired. 
Everything is working IOO 
per cent. 
Haven’t touched those 
hard rolls yet.”

federal reserve board declared to­ 
day that use of 
federal 
reserve 
credit for speculation, directly or 
indirectly, must be restrained. The 
announcement was made in a state­ 
ment Issued by the board In ad­ 
vance of its publication in the or­ 
ganization’s monthly bulletin. 
TM* board said it neither as­ 
sumed the right nor had the dispo­ 
sition to set Itself up ae an ar­ 
biter of security 
speculation 
or 
values but that it was Ub business 
to see that the 
federal 
reserve 
banks functioned as effectively as 
conditions would permit. 
The board called attention to the 
growth of speculative credit in the 
last year, in which time loans to 
brokers and dealers by New York 
federal 
reserve 
member 
banks 
have Increased from $3,816,000,000 
to $5,559,000,000 and said that the 
growing volume of speculation a1 
ready had strained credit cond! 
tiona causing an advance of one tc 
one and one-half per cent in the 
cost of commercial credit. 
“The matter is one that concerns 
every section of the country and 
every business interest,” the state­ 
ment said, “as an aggravation of 
these conditions may be expected 
to have detrimental effects on busi­ 
ness and may impair Its future.” 
Loan Figures Soar. 
Resources of the federal reserve 
system, the 
statement 
declared, 
were ample to meet the country’s 
commercial need for credit 
pro­ 
vided they were competently ad­ 
ministered 
and 
protected 
from 
uses not contemplated by the fed­ 
eral reserve act. 
The board said 
that 
when 
It 
found 
conditions 
were 
arising 
which obstructed federal 
reserve 
banks In the effective discharge of 
their function, it was its duty to 
inquire into them and to take such 
measures as might be deemed suit­ 
able and effective in the circum 
stances to correct them. 
In the 
mmediate situation, the statement 
said, this meant the restraint of 
the use. either directly or indirect 
ly. of federal reserve credit facili­ 
ties in the aid of the growth of 
speculative credit. 
The loan to brokers and dealers 
by New York 
Federal 
Reserve 
member banks reached a new high 
record January 23 when they to­ 
taled $5,433,000,000, an increase of 
nearly $50,000,000 over the preced­ 
ing week. 
This record was again 
shattered when an increase last 
week of $116,000,000 sent the loans 
to another high record.

RATS PERISH; 
MONUMENT TOO 


Science Finds Way to 
Rob Tombstone of 
Its Meaning 


Colorado Springs, Colo. (ZP)— 
An inscription on 
a 
head-board 
over a lonely grave near the crest 
of towering Pike’s Peak, which for 
many years has stood the w ither­ 
ing attacks of wind and storm, 
may be revised. 
Far back in the halcyon days of 
1876, "Baby O’Keefe,” camp m as­ 
cot, died and was buried on this 
site. "Baby O’Keefe” was a burro. 
An arm y sergeant, one O'Keefe, 
aroused by the antics of a huge 
family of mountain rats in th e vi­ 
cinity of the summit, painted upon 
the head-stone a epitaph: 
"Erected in memory of Baby 
O’Keefe, daughter of John 
and 
Nora O’Keefe, who was eaten by 
m ountain. rats In 1876.” 
Science Steps In 
Science now has come forw ard 
with a new rat poison which has 
been successfully used to exterm i­ 
nate the entire race of rats on the 
peak. 
It could be used so effec­ 
tively th at when administered to 
one rat, the poison was com m uni­ 
cated to others as 
an 
epizootic. 
Soon ceased the depredations of 
the rat race, largely hairy-talled 
mountain creatures, many of them 
as big as cats. 
The passing of the race, it is 
pointed out here, means th a t the 
significance of Sergeant O'Keefe’s 
practical joke is lost to th e mod­ 
ern age. 
As a m atter of 
fact, 
it 
was 
learned 
after 
Baby 
O’Keefe’s 
death th a t she has passed away 
from indigestion, 
the 
result 
of 
eating too many tin cans, rath er 
than from the ravages of rats. 
The ra t race on the sum m it 
found sustenance in the crevices 
of huge rocks and rarely were they 
seen in the summer. In the winter 
time, they took refuge from the 
elements 
In 
the 
summit-house, 
much to the sorrow of th e care­ 
takers upon their return to the 
storm bound wintry peak with the 
dawn of spring. Once when a par­ 
tition was removed at the house, 
practically a wagon load of bread 
was found where 
the 
rats 
had 
stored It away. 
For many years, 
every known method was used to 
kill the rats without avail. 
Polson Planted 
Last fall, before the peak be­ 
came storm-locked, 
members 
of 
the A daman 
club 
of 
mountain 
climbers scaled the sum m it and 
planted bits of the new poison. 
The climbers, who derived their 
name from the fact that only one 
man Is added to the club roster 
each year, reported after climbing 
the peak In the heart of the win­ 
ter th at not a rat was to be found.

THE PRINCE of Wales 
has 
never served his 
nation 
better 
than by his recent tour of inspec­ 
tion of the British mining ureas. 
It makes a wierd, fascinating 
picture, this tale of the prince in­ 
vestigating poverty. 
There is the 
lavish, slender heir to the throne, 
lonely and 
ill. 
stalking 
down 
muddy streets between 
tumble­ 
down 
shacks 
while 
underfed, 
hopeless people stand 
in 
door­ 
ways to see what message 
the 
next king of England has for the 
depths of woe. 
The trip is m ak­ 
ing all of England see the pic­ 
ture, focussing attention on an 
accumulation of misery that had 
gone too long unheeded. 
There is not a great 
deal 
of 
hope for many of these British 
miners. 
There are whole Tillages 
where no one has 
worked 
for 
months; where every inhabitant 
lives on the government dole, de­ 
pendent on charity for every bite 
of food and every rag of cloth­ 
ing; where mines have been shut 
down so long 
th a t 
weeds 
Are 
growing on th e slag-heaps by the 
pit head*; where 
houses 
have 
been abandoned, never to be reoc­ 
cupied again. 
All of this has been true for 
quite a while, and England has 
known about it In a ha*y sort of 
way ; hut it took the prince's visit 
to impress the farts on the gen­ 
eral public.

Seattle bP)— Storm swept King 
island in Bering strait. 125 miles 
from Nome. Alaska, winter home 
of some 130 Eskimos, is to have 
the most 
unusual 
school 
ever 
erected by tho United States bu­ 
reau of education. 
For years natives have reserved 
for a school the best building site 
on the steep and rocky island hill­ 
side. 
Congress recently passed an 
appropriation for a building and 
after an extended wait the Eski­ 
mos w’ill get their school. 
Because of the steep slope of 
the island the construction of a 
school will be a real problem for 
the Alaska division of the bureau 
of education. 
The natives have 
adopted a style of their own in 
suspending 
their 
houses 
from 
poles with only one edge of the 
dwellings resting on the ground. 
These houses are made almost 
entirely 
from 
hides, 
only 
the 
floors being made of lumber. Two 
layers of skins with a thick mat 
of grass between 
are 
used 
for 
walls. 
Both the top and bottom 
of the houses are securely tied 
with leather to poles that extend 
above the roofs from the ground. 
This type of structure is not 
adaptable for school purposes so 
the government 
is 
planning 
a 
building on three levels 
of 
ter­ 
races. 
On the lower level the pu­ 
pils will he seated. 
The teacher 
will be at the front of the room 
on a second level a few' feet high­ 
er. 
Still higher on the hillside a 
third level of the building will be 
partitioned for the teacher’s living 
quarters. 
Construction will enable about 
30 boys and girls to start their 
education. 
The island is isolated 
most of the year because of the 
severe winters 
and 
the 
bureau 
faces another problem in obtain 
tng a teacher willing to undergo 
hardships and loneliness. 
During the winter months the 
natives live almost entirely on fish 
and sea weed. 
Their only occupa­ 
tion is catching food fish and fur 
seals. 
During the summer the en­ 
tire population moves to the main­ 
land near Nome, where the winter 
catch of furs is sold and winter 
supplies are obtained.

McMillan Farmer 
Makes Sheep Pay 


G. A. Roat, of McMillan, Luce 
county, believes there 
is 
good 
money in the sheep business. 
He 
not only believes it but practices 
sheep husbandry on his farm and 
has for forty years. 
He says in 
part: 
“W e have kept from 25 to 
IOO sheep here for forty years 
and could keep more if our pas­ 
ture perm itted. 
In the spring of 
1928 we had 47 ewes and raised 
40 lambs. 
The sheep gave us an 
a verage of 7 ** pounds of 
wool 
which sold for 42 % c per pound. 
I am carrying over 70 head this 
winter and enjoy caring for them 
more than cattle. 
I believe that j 
a great many farm ers in the up­ 
per peninsula 
could 
profitably 
have sheep on their farms. 
It 
would not only increase their in­ 
come but would make it more 
profitable for all concerned if we 
could make the Upper Peninsula 
known as a Sheep Country.” 
Figuring Mr. R oat's Investment 
for 1928 on a basis of 50 sheep a tj 
$12.00 per ewe ho would 
have 
$600.00 Invested in sheep. 
He 
sold his wool for $159.60 and 
his increase of lambs worth $5.00 
each, he would have a gross re­ 
turn of about $360.00 
on 
his 
$600.00 Investment. 
These fig­ 
ures are very conservative as the 
averaee gross returns per ewe at 
the Chatham Experiment Station 
'n 1928 was $11.05 per ewe. 
Mr. Roat does not say how his 
sheep were fed but it is assumed 
that he fed all home grown feed 
and the m ajority of it was rough­ 
age that would otherwise 
have 
gone to waste.

Fink is the only woman barrel 
broker on record, so far as is 
known. 
It is no 
wonder, 
considering 
just what hard work dealing in 
second hand barrels entails. 
Old-timers along the wharves 
of Boston, Providence and other 
New England ports 
often 
have 
been startled on bitter cold win­ 
ter dawns to see a woman’s fig­ 
ure bustling about overseeing the 
longshoremen loading barrels on 
barges, checking the number and 
condition 
of 
the 
barrels 
and 
keeping tab on just how’ many 
are loaded. 
For Lillian Fink is no absen­ 
tee dealer in barrels. 
Getting an 
order for thousands of oil bar­ 
rels for some refinery in New’ Je r­ 
sey Fhe goes in person to Boston. 
Providence. Cambridge or where 
she knows barrels are 
available 
et th at moment. 
She 
bargains 
personally with IO or 12 dealers 
who have the barrels, charters a 
barge to deliver them, picks up 
her own crew to load, sees the 
barge off and goes back to her 
New York office 
to 
catch 
her 
breath before the next order. 
S he’* Barrel W ise 
Sh*4 knows her 
barrels 
from 
the old oaken bucket up. 
“ I got an education in barrels 
Instead of college.” is the way 
she puts it. 
"I unit high school 
to help my brother who was a 
barrel broker. 
“ I started in business for my­ 
self the year after the w’ar,” Miss 
Fink continued her story. “ First 
I just had desk space, I started in 
such a small way. 
But I had 
taken care of mv brother’s or­ 
ders for years, 
had 
personally 
bought and sold for him and I 
knew tho market. Now I handle 
p I most a 
half 
million 
barrels 
yearly. 
”Thev are second-hand barrels, 
called ’tights,’ used mostly for oil 
and kindred things such as as­ 
phalt and coal pitch. 
Some are 
bought for vinegar and, in sea- 
pen, for wino. 
As a m atter of 
fact there Is a 
lively 
trade 
in 
wine ‘tights.’ 
Most of my clients 
are oil refineries in Jersey. Thev 
usually buy bv the load, which 
runs from 5.OOO to 6,70ft to the 
barge, depending 
on 
how they 
are loaded. 
That is why it is so 
important to 
personally 
super­ 
vise loading. 
“ I shop around 
for 
barrels, 
buying F.Oft here and 1.000 there. 
The price fluctuates somewhat so 
we bargain back and forth. 
I al­ 
ways pay cash oft delivery and 
that helps get bargains. 
Then I 
usually have three davs to load 
and two to unload. 
If the m in 
loiter and don't 
finish 
loading, 
either the barge shoves off and I 
loose some barrels or it waits and 
charges double fee. 
Ro there’# a 
scramble to get loaded.” 
Being a woman has been no 
handicap, in her work, she feels.

Bombay, Feb. 6—(/P)—Mob law 
and terrorism still reigned tonight 
in this great city. 
The climax of 
several days of sanguinary relig­ 
ious warfare came early on the eve­ 
ning when troops on two occasions 
lired on mobs. 
Even this measure did not halt 
the disorders, for in another part 
of tho city a mob of 2,000 Hindus 
stoned to death three of nine Mos­ 
lems whom they pursued into the 
neighborhood of the Mazadaon po­ 
lice court. 
The Pathans had taken refuge 
behind the walls of Hindu prem­ 
ises but they were 
hunted 
out, 
driven into the streets and stoned. 
It was reported that the rage of 
the Pathans over the manner in 
which members of their community 
have been attacked, has taken the 
form of exacting revenge by dam­ 
aging Hindu temples. 
Idols have 
been smashed in several of the 
temples. 
The exact number of casualties 
since the trouble started over ru­ 
mors that Moslems were kidnaping

At least three persons 
were killed and six wounded when
